The  Cougars  stepped  into  ob- 
scurity Friday  night  when  the 
title-minded  Utah  basketbail 
team  grabbed  them  by  the  tail 
and  never  let  go. 

Pre-game  favorites,  the  Red- 
skins never  suffered  any  real 
danger  in  handing  Brigham 
Young  University  its  second 
Skyline  loss,  70-56. 

Gary  Earnest  and  Mac  Madsen 
provided  the  only  traces  of  light 
in  an  otherwise  dark  Cougar 
game  pattern.  A real  first  half 
gunner.  Earnest  copp^  evening 
point  honors  with  20.  Madsen, 
when  he  found  himself  free,  was 
a picture  of  accuracy  from  out- 
side. He  cotributed  10  points  to 
the  Cougar  effort. 

Playing  for  an  injured  Carney 
Crisler,  Utah’s  Pearl  Pollard 
started  the  Indians  off  with  a 
bang,  sinking  two  field  goals  and 
a similar  number  of  charity  toss- 
es in  the  first  four  minutes. 

Betwixt  another  free  throw 
and  a field  goal  by  Pollard, 
Earnest  dropped  in  his  third  and 
fourth  baskets  from  way  out  to 
push  the  Cougars  in  front-15-12. 
Two  conections  by  Utah’s  De- 
Lyle  Condie  and  another  by  Jim 
Rhead  gave  the  Redskins  the 
lead  again,  18-15. 

Earnest’s  fourth  and  fifth  two- 
pointers  switched  the  lead  in 
favor  of  the  Cougars,  19-18,  un- 
til two  free  throws  by  Condie 
put  the  Utes  in  the  driver’s  seat, 
20-19. 

With  a new'found  hook  shot, 
Pollard  dropped  in  two  more  be- 
fore a basket  by  Earnest  and  two 


free  throws  by  Cougar  Burt 
Myers  tied  it  up  again,  28-28. 
Baskets  by  Condie  and  Crisler 
and  a Dick  Shores  foul  shot 
rung  up  a 34-28  half  time  edge, 
and  the  Utes  were  never  threat- 
ened again. 

Three  fouls  in  three  minutes 
by  BYU’s  Roy  Thacker  were 
contributing  factors  in  the 
first  half  melee.  Substitute 
Gary  Miles  came  on  to  play 
an  outstanding  game  leading 
the  Cougars  in  rebounds  with 
seven.  .. 

A cast-hampered  Dave  Eastis 
tried  vainly  to  overcome  his 
handicap  during  a brief  appear- 
rance  but  without  any  success. 

With  no  standout  performers 
in  a dull  second  half,  the  Cou- 
gars and  Indians  both  tried  in 
desperation  to  kindle  a fire  un- 
der their  respective  offensive  at- 
tacks, but  both  clubs  were  medi- 
ocre performers. 

Cougar  sophomore  sensation 
Bob  Skousen  got  those  “home 
game  blues”  again  and  couldn’t 
find  the  range  at  all.  Three  hits 
out  of  14  tries  from  the  field 
was  the  best  he  could  muster. 
Skousen  nevertheless  did  an  out- 
standing defensive  job  on  Utah’s 
top  dog  sopohmore.  Rich  Ruffell. 
Ruffell,  the  Redskins’  top  point- 
producer  in  their  last  three  Sky- 
line contests,  registered  four 
meek  points. 

With  the  spread  pretty  wide 
during  most  of  the  second  half, 
the  Cougars  did  score  18  fourth 
period  points,  their  high  for  any 
quarter.  But  in  hte  meantime 
the  Utes  were  scoring  23  of  their 
own,  their  best  effort  also.
